'Social value' 


doctrine now 
more relaxed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 5-4 
decision reversing a decade-long trend 
tow ard perm issiveness, the Suprem e 
Court today severely restricted the 
ran ge of pornography protected by the 
Constitution. 
In an opinion written by Chief Justice 
W arren E. B urger, the court held: 
—Local com m unity stand ards ra th e r 
than national sta n d a rd s m ay be used in 
determ ining w hether m aterial is ob­ 
scene and therefore not protected by 
the Constitution. 
—That ju ries and courts no longer 
need to find that m aterial is “ utterly” 
without redeem ing social value before 
they declare it obscene. 
Instead, B urger wrote, they m ay 
determ ine w hether the work “ taken as 
a whole lacks serious literary artistic, 
political, or scientific value.” 
“ Hard c o re ” pornography w as the 
target of B u rg e r’s opinion. 
“ One can concede that the ‘sexual 
revolution’ of recent years m ay have 
had 
useful 
byproducts 
in 
striking 
layers of p rud ery from a subject long 
irrationally kept from needed ven­ 
tilation.” B u rger wrote. 
“ But it does not follow that no 
regulation of patently offensive ‘hard 
c o re ’ m a te ria ls 
is needed or p er­ 
missible; civilized people do not allow 
unregulated access to heroin because it 
is a derivative of m edicinal 
m or­ 
phines,” 
B u rg er 
continued 
in

m ajority opinion. 
He w as joined by the three other 
appointees of Presid en t Nixon, Justices 
H arry A. B lackm un, Lewis F. Powell 
Jr., and William H. Rehnquist, and vet­ 
e ran court m e m b e r Byron R. White. 
Burger noted that for the first tim e 
since the court declared obscenity to be 
beyond the protection of the F irst

WASHINGTON (AP) — H igher costs 
for food, clothing and gasoline pushed 
consum er prices up sharply again last 
month, the governm ent reported today. 
The increase w as at a slightly slower 
ra te than in April, however. 
The Labor D ep a rtm en t’s B ureau of 
Labor Statistics reported the rise in the 
cost of living in May at six-tenths of 
one per cent. This works out to an 
annual ra te of 7.2 per cent, down from 
the 8.4 per cent annual ra te of increase 
that was projected in April. 
In a se p a ra te report, the bureau said 
the

of

declined last month because of price 
increases. 
Food again accounted for a big rise in 
the cost of living, increasing nine- 
tenths of I per cent in M ay to a level

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Nuclear agreement 
from summit talks? 
CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - The 
leader of the w orld’s two m ost powerful 
nations, R ichard M. Nixon and Leonid 
I. Brezhnev, are poised to sign a break­ 
through docum ent designed to even­ 
tually corral the threat of nuclear 
devastation. 
T he a g r e e m e n t, w h ich p ro v id e s 
in s tru c tio n s to 
te c h n ic a l 
e x p e rts 
stalem ated in Geneva, at the Strategic 
A rm s Limitation talks (SALT), was 
molded by Nixon and Brezhnev on the 
third day of their sum m it talks. 
The leaders planned to return their 
travelling sum m it to W ashington from 
this hideaw ay 
m ountain 
compound 
today to form ally sign the broadly 
worded accord in the gilded g randeur 
of the White House. Signing also w as 
scheduled for a bilateral pact pledging 
coperation on the peaceful uses of 
atom ic energy. 
Nixon and Brezhnev, who cam e to 
this presidential retreat 75 miles north­ 
west of W ashington T uesday night, 
spent most of W ednesday afternoon 
and evening talking about international 
issues and the stalled efforts to achieve 
p e r m a n e n t

As they began W ednesday’s session, 
Brezhnev told new sm en that his talks 
with Nixon “ without question,” would 
produce “ good results.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The late FBI 
Director J. E d g a r Hoover once told 
President Nixon that electronic su r­ 
veillance had been used again st Nixon 
in the 1968 presidential cam paign, John 
W Dean III h a s quoted the President 
as saying. 
Nixon is said to have replied he would 
have to use bugging to his own ad­ 
vantage som etim e in the future. 
That exchange is reported in an 
official su m m a ry of D ean’s closed-door 
testim ony before the Senate W atergate 
com m ittee last Saturday. 
The su m m a ry gives few 
details. 
Sources close to the investigation said 
W ednesday the conversation w as not 
pursued at the executive session and 
the fired White House counsel indicated 
he would explain it further at the 
com m ittee’s televised hearings next 
w eek.

Seek break 
in logjam 
on budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Conferees 
on Gov. John J. Gilligan’s $9.9 billion 
budget hill hope to get moving today 
after three sessions that brought no 
decisions. “ We haven't decided any* 
thing." Speaker Pro Tem Vernal G. 
Itiffe Jr., 
D-89 New 
Boston, 
said 
Wednesday. “ We've got to get down to 
business on this thing.’’ 
Riffe’s comment came on a busy day 
that included action on several major 
bills, including one that would repeal 
Ohio’s Sunday closing laws. The House 
passed it 62-32 and sent it to the Senate. 
Also approved by the House were 
bills to require razing of gasoline 
stations abandoned for six months, and 
to give a five per cent increase to 
members of the State Teachers Retire­ 
ment 
System, 
School 
Em ployes 
Retirement System, and Public E m ­ 
ployes 
Retirem ent System. 
That 
measure, 
which 
had 
58 
sponsors, 
received 93-0 approval of the lower 
chamber. 
The Senate voted 31-0 to increase 
benefits of widows and dependents of 
members of the State Police and 
Firem en ’s D isability and Pension 
Fund. The boost for widows would be 
from $130 to $160 a month with the 
amount for each dependent child going 
from $45 to $55. Sole survivors would 
get $150 instead of the present $120. 
Also passed by the Senate and sent to 
the House were measures revising 
procedures for licensing nursing 
homes, requiring newspaper notice of 
sales 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
settling 
delinquent 
taxes, 
and 
allowing 
veterinarians to dispose of animals 
unclaimed after IO days, provided 
owners are notified. 
The Senate received resolutions 
providing for the reorganization and 
administration of state courts and 
permitting judges below the common 
pleas level to receive salary increases 
during their current terms of office. 
The House approved a Senate bill 
permitting the director of the Division 
of Wildlife to set regulations to protect 
endangered wildlife species in Ohio. 
The bill deletes state authority for the 
payment of bounties except in the case 
of foxes The House defeated a proposal 
clarifying the right of county com­ 
missioners to acquire land for airports. 
Riffe and Rep. Myrl Shoemaker, D- 
88 Bourneville, who is chairman of the 
budget conference committee, accused 
Republican 
conferees 
of 
“ foot 
dragging’’ at Tuesday and Wednesday 
sessions. 
Shoemaker, without mentioning 
names, said he was miffed because 
some members of the six-member 
committee came to Tuesday night’s 
session after a dinner that included 
drinks.

In its decision the court ordered the

The court held that “ a federal ad­ 
ministrative body lacks jurisdiction to 
prevent enforcement of otherwise valid 
state statutes establishing the com­ 
pensation for classified

Float cuts dollar down to 75*

LONDON (A P ) 
An American who 
put aside money 18 months ago to pay 
for a trip abroad will find each dollar 
woth only about 75 cents of its former 
value in Europe today as a result of 
three devaluations. 


He probably heard about the first two 
devaluations- formal steps announced 
by the White House and sent to 
Congress for approval. They reduced 
the dollar’s buying power overseas by 
8.58 per cent in December 1971 and by 
IO per cent in February 1973. 


The third devaluation might be a 
surprise to the traveler. It was a 
creeping devaluation, informal and 
unannounced, 
and 
decided 
in 
the 
market place, rather than through 
negotiations among governments. 


Since devaluation No. 2, the dollar 
has been allowed to float against other 
important 
currencies 
according 
to 
supply and demand. Governments no 
longer were obligated to defend fixed 
exchange rates. 
In some respects, the floating system 
worked. There were no more world 
monetary crises. 
But the dollar kept floating 
more or 
less 
steadily 
downward. 
Since 
February, it has lost about 7 per cent in 
its buying power against an average of 
leading world currencies, bringing the 
total 
shrinkage 
from 
the 
three 
devaluations to about 25 per cent. 
Associated Press correspondents in 
several Furopean capitals asked 


bankers, gold dealers, economists and 
government officials to explain the 
dollar’s weakness since February. 
Their 
answers 
were remarkably 
alike on the causes. But proposals for 
correcting the 
weakness were far 
apart. 
All those questioned in The A P ’s 
survey mentioned Watergate and in­ 
flation prominently. They suggested

As confidence in the dollar has 
waned, 
wealthy

East oil interests have shifted their 
assets out of dollars into the relative 
safety of gold. 
“ No one can say for certain whether 
the growing distrust in the dollar set off 
the run into gold or whether it was gold 
that undermined confidence in U.S. 
currency,” a Zurich gold dealer said

Perleches in 


the Mouth 


Almost all year round I have painful 
cracks in the corners of my mouth. 
I once was told that this might be a 
vitamin deficiency. I take vitamins and 
eat an excellent nourishing diet and I 
know it cannot be because of this. 
MissB.W., R.I. 
Dear Miss W.: 
These tiny fissures at the angle of the 
mouth are known as “perleches.” 
It is true that a deficiency of the 
vitamin riboflavin can be responsible 
for this in children and adults. In the 
absence of such deficiency, other 
causes must be sought. 
Excessive salivation, fungus in­ 
fections in the corners of the mouth, 
allergies, and bacterial infections can 
cause tiny cracks which do not readily 
heal. 
People who wear dentures tend to 
salivate a great deal and accumulate 
saliva in the angle of the mouth, 
causing a constant source of irritation. 
Children who have a large m ass of 
adenoids and tonsils often salivate until 
these are removed. 
The underlying condition, of course, 
must be rectified. 
There are now a number of excellent 
ointments and cream s that contain 
antibiotics and cortisone. These can be 
very effective. 


Are there any special foods that 
should be avoided by people who have a 
hiatus hernia? 
Mr. J.L., Calif. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
For

who 
are 
not 
^pquainted with this conditipn, “hiatus 
hernia” (or “diaphragmatic hernia” ) 
is a weakening in the wall of the 
esophagus. It occurs at the point where 
the esophagus joins the stomach. 
Vague symptoms of chronic heart­ 
burn and bloating may suggest to the 
doctor that the condition may exist. X- 
rays of the esophagus can readily 
demonstrate the presence of this 
disorder. 
Not all cases of hiatus hernia are 
alike. Therefore, dietary regimes vary. 
G enerally, overeating, especially 
fried fatty foods, can be responsible for 
these distressing symptoms. It is for 
this reason th at physicians urge 
patients with hiatus hernia to eat 
smaller quantities of food at more 
frequent 
intervals,' 
rath e r 
than 
overload the stomach with one single 
large meal. 
A program of weight reduction, in 
addition to sensible eating habits, may 
keep the hernia from progressing. 


SPEAKING OF YOUR HEALTH — 
Many people seem to satisfy their 
consciences when they buy a new car 
that has elaborate seat belts. It is 
surprising how quickly this wonderful 
source of protection is then ignored. 


That estimate, despite a threat of 
fuel shortages and possible reductions 
in some crop production, would be up 
from the previous high of $19.2 billion 
last year. 
It also would be about $1 billion more 
than USDA economists estim ated for 
1973 net farm income earlier this 
spring. The main reason for the im­ 
proved outlook: higher prices of farm 
commodities. 
But economists say privately that the 
$22 billion estim ate is highly qualified 
and that much depends on how many 
acres of corn and soybeans, particular­ 
ly, were actually planted this spring. 
It also depends greatly on whether 
farm ers can get sufficient fuel to 
cultivate and harvest crops this year. 
Weather, always a factor, could add 
further doubts. 
The department will issue in July a 
report showing 
revised 
acreag e 
plantings for spring crops. Although 
those will give a better idea of how 
production might shape up, production 
estimates based on field conditions will 
not begin until August for m ajor spring 
crops. 
Meantime, according to the Outlook 
and Situation Board, here is the official 
outlook: 
“Prices, while remaining strong in 
the second half of 1973, may ease some 
from current levels. For the year, both 
crop and livestock prices m ay average 
more than one-fifth higher than in 1972. 
“ In addition, the volume of crop 
marketings likely will be up 5 per cent, 
assuming that 
record outturns of 
w heat, corn, 
and soybeans are 
achieved.” 
If this all happens, the USDA expects 
farm ers to sell a record of about $73 
billion worth of products this year, 
compared with $58.5 billion in 1972. 
But much of the gain in gross sales 
will be offset by sharp increases in 
production expenses, especially for 
purchased feed, livestock and seed.

WASHINGTON — When a 
trend 
happens to coincide with the ambitions 
of 
a m an with his eyes on the 
presidency the odds in the great game 
of politics are narrowed. The trend is 
toward a new isolationism. 
Sen. Henry M. (Scoop) Jackson is 
exploiting the nation’s discontents with 
a shrewd appeal to reject the blan­ 
dishments of the Nixon foreign policy 
initiatives. 
The state visit of Ix»onid I. Brezhnev, 
returning the Nixon mission to Moscow 
of a year ago, is for Jackson a golden 
opportunity. What he is saying has a 
fa m iliar ring, recalling the dire 
warning of those who inveighed against 
American involvement in world affairs 
prior to World War II. Scheming 
foreigners would surely take Uncle 
Sam to the cleaners. 
Jac k so n 
opposed 
the 
SALT 
I 
agreement signed in Moscow by the 
P resid en t 
and 
B rezhnev. 
That 
agreem ent, limiting defense ballistic 
missiles and with a five-year limit on 
deploym ent of offensive m issiles 
pending the outcome of SALT II, was 
arrived at after lengthy negotiation. 
The American delegation was led by 
specialists thoroughly versed in the 
intricacies of nuclear weaponry. The 
agreement had at least the tacit sanc­ 
tion of the Joint (Tiiefs of Staff. 


SOUNDING the alarm in the Senate, 
Jackson succeeded in putting over a 
resolution calling for numerical parity 
in any future agreement. This was the 
n u m b ers g am e that 
conveniently 
ignored the over all factors of nuclear 
strength as shown in the deployment of 
the multiple warhead on American 
missiles. 


In his appearance on the “ Face the 
Nation” television program Jackson 
carried this a step further. Since the 
President has been so weakened by the 
W a te rg ate scandal, he suggested, 
anything that might be agreed to 
during the current visit is likely to be 
invalid. 
That is one way to build a hedge 
against approval of whatever may 
come out of the lagging SALT ----- 
talks. 
Blocking most-favored nation status 
in trade with the Soviet Union, Jackson 
noted with pride that 77 of his Senate 
colleagues were signed up with him. 
MFN, providing trading partners, is 
essential if MOSCOW and Washington 
are to expand trade, with Moscow 
buying computers and the other ad­ 
vanced equipment urgently needed. 
It 
is the 
key to the series of 
agreem ents covering a 
variety of 
exchanges in science, medicine, the 
arts. That Brezhnev has staked his 
standing in the Politburo on tangible 
results from the growing relationship 
is a fairly safe deduction. The hard­ 
liners are said to be ready to prove the 
danger to Soviet security in relaxation 
with the West. 


THE DEMAND Jackson is making 
that Moscow release the I OO,(HK) or 
more Russian Jews who want to 
em igrate to Israel touches a deep 
emotional 
response. The hardships 
worked on Jews who ask to leave for 
Israel are one more evidence of the 
cruelties of a totalitarian system. 
But what Jackson demands is far 
broader in scope. When he talks about 
the right of all persons to em igrate and 


then to return if they desire, he is 
calling for a complete change in the 
Soviet system. 
However desirable that may be, it is 
beyond the power of one sovereign 
state to bring about a revolution in 
another sovereign state. 
If we are not to do business with the 
Soviet Union, how are we to justify 
extensive aid to the dictatorship of the 
Greek colonels? Jackson’s response is 
to say that he opposed military help for 
the colonels. 
Dr w hat about 
the re p re ssiv e 
military dictatorship in Brazil? In a 
world of evil choices the United States 
cannot opt for purity 
in 
splendid 
isolation. 


THE JACKSON appeal seems likely 
to take hold, in the opinion of this ob­ 
server. The disillusion with govern­ 
ment and politics in general growing 
out of the W atergate mess, the failure 
of America s allies in Europe to carry a 
fair share of the defense burden, the 
decline of the dollar, the inroads in 
inflation — these and a host of other 
reasons 
threaten 
to 
turn 
off 
the 
average citizen 
from 
the 
respon­ 
sibilities of A m erica’s position in the 
world. 
On the other hand, the immense 
weight of that position may in itself 
counter a retreat toward Am erica’s 
shores. 
In Jackson’s own state of Washington

“ I heard this one first in central 
Tennessee...” he ll say, and then fill in 
an historical-psychological analysis of 
the story before absent-m indedly 
tossing away the punchline. 
He began research in 1938 for the 
first volume of a book, “ The Rationale 
of the Dirty Joke.” 
Until he stopped to spend more time 
on folk songs and limericks, Legman. 
of Scranton, Pa., went around talking 
to people about anything long enough 
until he could lay his standard question 
on them : “ What is the dirtiest joke 
you’ve ever heard ?” The answer was 
normally fed into the Legman filing 
system with scholarly rigor. 
Legman, though an American, has 
lived in the south of France for about 25 
years with much of time going into his 
great compilation, which has been 
published in about IO languages.

NEW YORK (AP) — They’re having 
a cage tilt this week, as they say in 
basketball circles. What makes it a bit 
different is that it’s in mainland China 
and being videotaped by a U.S. firm. 
The company is the New York-based 
TVS Televison Network, which says 
it ll show the first of eight scheduled 
SinoAmerican basketball games next 
Wednesday at 8:30 p.m. EDT on an 
estimated 125 U.S. stations. 
Ifs the first such sports event—aside 
from those held during President 
Nixon’s trip to mainland China- 
covered by an American TV company 
since NRC filmed the now-famous table 
tennis matches between U.S. 
and 
Chinese teams in April 1971. 
The basketball battles are between a 
12-man team of U.S. collegiate stars 
and the Chinese national men’s team. A 
woman s championship team from 
John F. Kennedy College in Wahoo, 
Neb., also is on the tour and will 
compete against China’s national 
women’s team. 
The TVS network, which got per­ 
mission from the government of 
mainland China to tape the first game 
for showing in the United States, has 
specialized in covering U.S. collegiate 
sports since the mid-1960s. 
TVS Vice President Alan Lubell said 
his company w ill go to Moscow to cover 
the World University Games which run 
Aug. 15-25. Often called the “ collegiate 
Olympics.’’ the games, involving U.S. 
college athletes, will include basket­ 
ball.

Lubell said there’ll be about a total of 
IO hours of Moscow games that TVS 
teams will transmit for prime-time

“emergency basis" to help industry 
through the fuel shortage. 
C orporation 
President 
Leonard 
Gardner said 
“ hundreds’’ 
of Ohio 
manufacturers had signed letters of 
intent to support the company if the 
PUCO grants the request. 
There is some fear a favorable ruling 
on 
behalf 
of either 
request 
could 
trigger a stampede by big industrial 
companies to tie up Ohio's natural gas 
reserves, denying them to companies 
that are the only source of gas for 
residential and sm all com m ercial 


customers. 
PUCO turned down a sim ilar request 
last year from the Marion Brick Co. 
But 
Gardner 
claims 
public 
gas 
sources would only be helped by such 
an arrangement. 
“ We could increase pipeline supplies 
by ’5 to 20 per cent just in paying for 
pipeline use,” he said. 
Ohio’s natural gas fields are located 
in the eastern half of the state. Gardner 
estimated that “ with economical use" 
Ohio had enough gas to last 25 to 30 
more years.

Tuazon’s color photographs, it was at a 
great 
disadvantage but

I was in a wheelchair being taken 
down a hospital corridor to the X ray 
department when we passed an open 
office on whose walls a display of 
pictures was visible. At my request, the 
aide paused long enough for me to see 
that they were excellent photographs 
and to note the doctor’s name on the 
door. 
" It’s like a photo gallery,” the aide 
said. "Word gets around the hospital 
staffers drop in to have a look.” 
Some day later, when I recovered 
sufficiently to walk around, I headed 
down the hall to Dr. Tuazon’s office. 
The door was open, no one was in . . . 
but the picture display encouraged 
inspection. 


ABOUT 25 photos hung on three walls 
beautiful color prints of scenics, 
sunsets, swans and flower closeups. 
Though the prints varied in subject 
matter, all of them w ere mounted 
similarly in a way that was distinctive 
and individualistic. 
Each color photo was mounted flush 
to the edges of a one-inch-deep border 
frame Most of the fram es were rec­ 
tangular but some were oval and a 
couple were circular. Most of the one- 
inch border frames were painted black 
but a few were painted in a color to 
harmonize with its color print. 
Dr. Tuazon came in and smiled 
pleasantly as I expressed my interest 
in 
his 
photography. 
He 
was 
ac­ 
customed to strangers popping in to 
view his pictures. 
“They’ve all been taken during my 
vacation travels," he explained, “ . . . 
selections from trips to Europe, Hawaii 
and national 
[Kirks in this country. 
There are so many impressive sights to 
see and I try to bring back some of the 
scenes 
and 
color. 
It s

added 
pleasure to find later that the pictures 
are enjoyed by others.” 


"WHAT 
ABOUT

pic*tur<*s are mounted?” I asked. 
"I didn’t care for the* usual type of 
photo fram es," he replied. "I m ade 
these myself and each size, shape and 
color suits the particular photo on it. 
The one inch border edges makes them 
stand out from the wall and the entire 
display becomes unified. 
However, 
each photo is an individual picture that 
can be a p p re c ia te d without any 
distraction from an outlining frame. 
Because so m any viewers asked how 
the* frames were made, Dr. Tuazon 
dec idl'd lo save his time and theirs. Ile 
itemized the materials needed and 
p rocedure 
to 
be 
followed, 
mineographed the list and has it ready 
for questions. Here are the' items and 
technique lie uses:

AFTER THANKING Dr. Tuazon for

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The hard­ 
sell salesman tells you that an ad­ 
vertised special you wanted to buy isn’t 
good quality. He sells you another item 
that costs more. 
You have been duped. 
But you can do something about it, 
report officials of the Ohio Department 
of Commerce. Since June 5, Ohio 
consumers have been protected by ll 
new rights when they buy a product or 
a service. 
This bill of consumer rights comes 
under the Ohio C onsum er Sales 
Practices Act approved in 1972 by the 
109th General Assembly The act set up 
the consumer protection division of the 
commerce department and authorized 
it to write rules and regulations that 
would have the force of law. 
The rules, written after 
lengthy 
public hearings, became effective June 
5, 
One of the rights specifically guards 
consumers against stores that lure 
customers by offering a bargain only to 
switch them to a higher-priced item. 
"These bait-and switchers can and 
should be prosecuted,” said a com­ 
merce departm ent spokesman. 
Bait-and-switch is one of more than 
BOO known consumer frauds and gyps in 
operation in Ohio. 
Then there is the case of advertising 
showing a "roomful of furniture for 
$399." A disappointed furniture buyer 
discovers the "roomful" includes only 
a sofa and chair. 
A second consumer "right” says that 
items displayed, but not included in 
an advertised price, must be clearly 
identified 
Small print is off-limits, too. All 
exclusions or limitations must be in a 
print size at least half as large as the 
main display type. 
A newspaper ad offers a free record 
( loser inspect ion reveals you also must 
buy the stereo. 
Such advertisements are illegal, said 
commerce 
officials. 
No 
offer 
can 
legally be called a "bonus” or "gift” or 
“ free” if it: 


requires that you buy another, 
more expensive item. 
is continuous or repeated over a 
long time. 
- does not clearly state any terms, 
conditions or obligations on which it 
de pends. 
requires that you purchase a low- 
quality item. 
The "rights" also shield consumers 
from d isrep u tab le serv ic e m e n or 
repairmen. 
If you have a washing machine 
repaired, the serviceman must give 
you a written estimate of repairs 
costing 
$25 
or 
m o re; 
obtain 
authorization for additional costs of IO 
per cent or more; and tell you if used 
parts will be returned. 
/Mso, repairmen can not charge for 
unauthorized services, indicate repairs 
are necessary when they are not, tell 
you certain repairs have been made 
when they have not, or refuse a request 
for a written and itemized receipt.

Selling used items as "new ” is one of 
the biggest and most disreputable sales 
practices, one consumer protection 
spokesman said. 
U nder 
consum er 
protection 
regulations, you have legal recourse 
anytime a salesperson tells you an item 
is new or unused if it is not, or misleads 
you about extent of previous use. 
Free prize offerings are legal only 
when all conditions under which they 
are offered are made clear, states 
another consumer law. It is illegal to 
tell a consumer that he is eligible to win 
or has won a prize if, in order to receive 
it, he is required to pay a service 
charge, handling charge or other sim­ 
ilar charge. 
Automobile salesmen have an un­ 
deserved reputation for cheating the 
consumer, commerce officials said. 
But often, unwary car-buyers can be 
trapped into paying for unreceived 
services if those services are not put in 
writing. 
Consumer protection right No. 7 is 


sim ple: All s ta te m e n ts m ad e by 
salespersons about a motor vehicle 
must be included in a written contract. 
Deposits or "good faith” money often 
lead to bad faith on the part of the 
buyer if he does not get specific deposit 
inform ation in w riting. 
Such 
in­ 
formation should guarantee that the 
seller does not continue to sell an item 
after he has accepted a deposit, and 
should include specific item and cost 
descriptions. 
A seller is guilty of deception if he 
doesn’t deliver promised merchandise, 
or later offers you other merchandise 
in place of your original request. If this 
happens, he is required to either 
deliver the item promptly, or refund 
your money. 
A door-to-door salesman or telephone 
solicitor must indicate immediately 


that he or she is trying to sell you some­ 
thing. 
These direct solicitations are not 
legal if: 
—you are told falsely you have been 
"specially 
selected” 
to 
receive 
a 
product or service. 
- you are told you have won a contest 
when you have not. 
— you are not told of your right to 
cancel a contract within three days 
after signing it, or if you are given the 
wrong information on your right to 
cancel. 
—you are told falsely the product 
cannot be bought elsewhere. 
—you are told falsely you will receive 
a discount, rebate or other benefit for 
allowing your home or other property 
to be used as a "model” for advertising 
purposes.

The n a tu ra l 
protection ag a in st 
respiratory diseases afforded by the 
substance immunoglobulin is greatest 
from 2 a.rn. to 8 a rn., the USC School of 
Medicine researchers said. 
"Which is just when people don’t 
need it, of course,” Dr. Everett C. 
Hughes, head of the research team, 
said Monday. 
Hughes said immunoglobulin, which 
neutralizes bacteria and viruses to 
protect against colds and flu and other 
respiratory diseases, is continually 
carried away by the mucous flowing 
from the nose and mouth to the 
stomach. 
Hughes said the researchers found 
that 
im m unoglobulin 
w as 
not 
replenished steadily by the body, as 
previously thought._________

There are tim es, when doing rough 
work w here appeam aee is not im 
portant, when it is better to use a cheap 
paint brush. 
Those tim es are few and far between. 
A good quality paint brush doesn’t 
just last longer. It gives you better 
service right from the start. It picks up 
m ore paint, which m eans less dipping 
and effort. 
The paint goes on smoothly without 
excessive dripping and splattering. 
The bristles are set securely in the 
ferrule and do not shed easily. A good 
brush gives excellent results all the 
time. A poor brush never gives good 
results, even when it is new. 


The bristles of a good brush should 
feel springy and elastic. They should 
have splits or “ flags” at their ends, an 
aid in spreading the paint evenly. 


EXCEPT for professional painters, 
few persons get the full life out of 
brushes. T here nearly always com es a 
tim e when, after a paint job, a brush is 
hastily and im properly cleaned or not 
cleaned at all. Then, when the brush 
gets hard or dirty, it appears to be too 
much trouble to salvage 
it with a 
chem ical cleaner and it is discarded. 
Even if it is put back into shape, it 
m eans unnecessary expense. 


A brush should be cleaned as soon as 
you are through using it, the one ex­ 
ception being when it is to be used 
again in a few hours or the next day. 
Then it m ust be suspended in the 
proper solvent (turpentine or m ineral 
spirits for oil 
paints, enamel and 
varnish; 
w ater for w ater-based or 
ru b b e r-b a se d 
p a in ts; 
d en a tu red 


alcohol for shellac; lacquer thinner for 
lacquer. 
The trouble with that procedure is 
that som etim es you never get back to 
the project in the planned tim e, the 
solvent evaporates and you have a 
hard-brush problem. 
After cleaning a brush with the 
proper solvent, it should be washed 
with a m ild detergent and w ater and 
wrapped in wax paper, alum inum foil, 
oilcloth or any sim ilar type of w rap­ 
ping. 
Be certain that, whichever way the 
brush is stored, the bristles are not 
kept in a bent position. 
Some authorities do not favor the use 
of w ater on any brush used for oil paint, 
varnish, lacquer or shellac, but the 
results are satisfactory if you do not 
soak the brush and do not use a strong 
alkali soap. 


A VARNISH brush should be used 
only for varnish, a paint brush only for 
paint, and so on. A nylon brush should 
not be used for shellac. 
Place an identifying m ark on each 
brush handle to indicate what it was 
used for the previous time. 
You should have the right kind of 
brush as well as the right quality. For 
large, flat surfaces, a 4-inch brush is 
about right. For woodwork, paneling 
and trim , use a trim or sash brush 2 or 3 
inches wide. 
A flat or oval sash brush from I to 3 
inches wide is best for sashes, trellises 
and things of that nature. 
For furniture, toys and objects with 
sm all, flat surfaces, there are flat 
enam el or varnish brushes, chiseled to 
perm it easier flowing.

Q — I need som e help in one aspect 
of finighmg the attic in our Cape Cod 
house. In considering how to m ake a 
door opening, I am puzzled as to 
whether it must be reinforced at the top 
and sides or w hether this step can be 
skipped. 
Isn’t the reinforcem ent required only 
when it’s part of a load-bearing wall. 
In this case, it definitely is not a load- 
bearing wall since I am building it 
from scratch. 
A. — You’re right that a wall of the 
type you mention will not be load- 
bearing, that is, it won’t be helping to 
support the roof or a floor above. But 
you still must put extra ?, by 4s above 
the door fram e and at each side of it. 
Those extra pieces of lum ber will 
keep the fram e intact under the stress 
it will undergo each tim e the door is 
opened and closed. The difference is 
that, with a load-bearing wall, the 
extra pieces must Iie heavier and 
stronger lumber. 


Q — Our attic has subflooring that is 
rough but strong and apparently well 
built. I want to put down resilient tile 
flooring. I have been advised that I will 


first have to lay a regular floor over the 
subfloor and then place the tiles on 
that Can’t I put the tiles down right 
over the subfloor? 
A _ it is not Wise to lay the tiles 
directly on the subfloor. But neither do 
you have to install a regular floor. 
What you need is an underlaym ent of 
either hardboard or plywood on which 
the tiles can be placed. 
The 4 by 4 sheets are easiest to 
handle. Merely nail them to the sub­ 
floor, with about a 16th of an inch space 
at the joints and you will have a solid, 
smooth surface for the tiles.

preferences. 
“ We have com e to realize that the 
best way to com bat lawn disease is to 
use disease-resistant grasses rather 
than u n d e rta k e tedious fungicide 
sprayings,” says 
Schery. “ Perhaps 
the day is not distant when we will also 
have varieties unpalatable to insects 
such as sod w ebw orm s.”

reported, are selected for nice density 
at a lower mowing height than was 
suited to older types. They generally 
have “ p rettier” texture, deeper color, 
longer season, faster seed sprouting 
and m ore aggressive spreading. 


SCHERY co n ten d s th a t p ro p er 
feeding is perhaps the most neglected 
m eans of weed control. You’ll get help 
in this respect from slow-release plant 
food m ade to order for turf. 


The experts rem inds that not all 
varieties are best suited to all regions. 
Cool w eather varieties generally are 
available in seed. The better southern 
turfgrasses, Schery says, come mostly 
from plugs, sprigs or sod. 


He recom m ends that from the border 
states southw ard, cool w eather grasses 
be used only in favorable situations, 
such as partial shade, north-facing 
slopes, good soils, mowed taller than 
usual, and w atered properly in hot 
w eather. Some grasses that do well in 
co a sta l a re a s c a n ’t ta k e rugged 
midwest w eather. Blending varieties to 
meet special conditions is a 
good 
system .

Seek break 
in logjam 
on budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Conferees 
on Gov. John J. Gilligan’s $9.9 billion 
budget bill hope to get moving today 
after three sessions that brought no 
decisions. “ We haven’t decided any­ 
thing,” Speaker Pro Tem Vernal G. 
Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, said 
Wednesday. “ We’ve got to get down to 
business on this thing.’’ 
Riffe’s comment came on a busy day 
that included action on several major 
bills, including one that would repeal 
Ohio's Sunday closing laws. The House 
passed it 62-32 and sent it to the Senate. 
Also approved by the House were 
bills to require razing of gasoline 
stations abandoned for six months, and 
to give a five per cent increase to 
members of the State Teachers Retire­ 
ment 
System, 
School 
Employes 
Retirement System, and Public Em ­ 
ployes Retirem ent System. That 
measure, 
which 
had 
58 
sponsors, 
received 93-0 approval of the lower 
chamber. 
The Senate voted 31-0 to increase 
benefits of widows and dependents of 
members of the State Police and 
Firem en’s Disability and Pension 
Fund. The boost for widows would be 
from $130 to $160 a month with the 
amount for each dependent child going 
from $45 to $55. Sole survivors would 
get $150 instead of the present $120. 
Also passed by the Senate and sent to 
the House were measures revising 
procedures for licensing nursing 
homes, requiring newspaper notice of 
sales for the 
purpose of settling 
delinquent 
taxes, 
and 
allowing 
veterinarians to dispose of animals 
unclaimed after IO days, provided 
owners are notified. 
The Senate received resolutions 
providing for the reorganization and 
administration of state courts and 
permitting judges below the common 
pleas level to receive salary increases 
during their current terms of office. 
The House approved a Senate bill 
permitting the director of the Division 
of Wildlife to set regulations to protect 
endangered wildlife species in Ohio. 
The bill deletes state authority for the 
payment of bount ies except in the case 
of foxes. The House defeated a proposal 
clarifying the right of county com­ 
missioners to acquire land for airports. 
Riffe and Rep. Myrl Shoemaker, D- 
88 Bourneville, who is chairman of the 
budget conference committee, accused

dragging” at Tuesday and Wednesday 
sessions. 
Shoemaker, without mentioning 
names, said he was miffed because 
some members of the six-member 
committee came to Tuesday night’s 
session after a dinner that included 
drinks.

Float cuts dollar down to 75

LONDON (A P) — An American who 
put aside money 18 months ago to pay 
for a trip abroad will find each dollar 
woth only about 75 cents of its former 
value in Europe today as a result of 
three devaluations. 


He probably heard about the first two 
devaluations—formal steps announced 
by the White House and sent to 
Congress for approval. They reduced 
the dollar’s buying power overseas by 
8.58 per cent in December 1971 and by 
IO per cent in February 1973. 


The third devaluation might be a 
surprise to the traveler. It was a 
creeping devaluation, informal and 
unannounced, 
and decided 
in 
the 
market place, rather than through 
negotiations among governments. 


Since devaluation No. 2, the dollar 
has been allowed to float against other 
important currencies according to 
supply and demand. Governments no 
longer were obligated to defend fixed 
exchange rates. 
In some respects, the floating system 
worked. There were no more world 
monetary crises. 
But the dollar kept floating— more or 
less 
steadily 
downward. 
Since 
February, it has lost about 7 per cent in 
its buying power against an average of 
leading world currencies, bringing the 
total shrinkage 
from 
the 
three 
devaluations to about 25 per cent. 
Associated Press correspondents in 
several European capitals asked 


bankers, gold dealers, economists and 
government officials to explain the 
dollar’s weakness since February. 
Their answers were remarkably 
alike on the causes. But proposals for 
correcting the weakness were far 
apart. 
All those questioned in The A P’s 
survey mentioned Watergate and in­ 
flation prominently. They suggested 
that 
Watergate 
would 
weaken 
President Nixon’s ability to solve U.S. 
economic problems and that American 
inflation would erode the value of the 
dollar. 
“ I see deeper economic causes in 
worldwide inflation,” 
said Paul 
Lichtenberg, spokesman for the 
executive board of Commerzbank in 
Frankfurt, Germany. “ The Watergate 
affair was probably only the psy­ 
chological trigger factor....” 
As confidence in the dollar has 
waned, 
wealthy 
individuals, 
multinational corporations and Middle 
East oil interests have shifted their 
assets out of dollars into the relative 
safety of gold. 
“ No one can say for certain whether 
the growing distrust in the dollar set off 
the run into gold or whether it was gold 
that undermined confidence in U.S. 
currency,” a Zurich gold dealer said. 


“ It is like asking which came first, the 
chicken or the egg.” 
Guido Carli, influential governor of 
the Bank of Italy, this month suggested 
either raising the official price of gold 
or letting government central banks 
sell gold on the free market. Either 
move would take pressure off the 
dollar. 


French Finance Minister Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing said the United 
States should support the dollar by 
resuming dollar purchases on world 
money markets. 


Neither view has attracted much 
international support. 
Economists, officials and bankers 
also differ on whether floating or fixed 
exchange rates are preferable. 
While the arguing continues, money 
markets remain uncertain. 
At the moment, gold is down from 
record highs and the dollar is up from 
record lows. But no one can say for 
certain what will happen next. 
There is nothing to prevent the dollar 
from floating back up again, if the 
market decides it was oversold during 
its long slump. But more Watergate de­ 
velopments damaging to the Nixon 
administration could depress the dollar 
further.

Perleches in 


the Mouth 


Almost all year round I have painful 
cracks in the corners of my mouth. 
I once was told that this might be a 
vitamin deficiency. I take vitamins and 
eat an excellent nourishing diet and I 
know it cannot be because of this. 
MissB.W., R.I. 
Dear Miss W.: 
These tiny fissures at the angle of the 
mouth are known as “perleches.” 
It is true that a deficiency of the 
vitamin riboflavin can be responsible 
for this in children and adults. In the 
absence of such deficiency, other 
causes must be sought. 
Excessive salivation, fungus in­ 
fections in the corners of the mouth, 
allergies, and bacterial infections can 
cause tiny cracks which do not readily 
heal. 
People who wear dentures tend to 
salivate a great deal and accumulate 
saliva in the angle of the mouth, 
causing a constant source of irritation. 
Children who have a large mass of 
adenoids and tonsils often salivate until 
these are removed. 
The underlying condition, of course, 
must be rectified. 
There are now a number of excellent 
ointments and creams that contain 
antibiotics and cortisone. These can be 
very effective. 


Are there any special foods that 
should be avoided by people who have a 
hiatus hernia? 
Mr. J.L., Calif. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
For 
my 
readers who are not 
3Cquaio{ed with this condition, “hiatus 
hernia” (or “diaphragmatic hernia” ) 
is a weakening in the wall of the 
esophagus. It occurs at the point where 
the esophagus joins the stomach. 
Vague symptoms of chronic heart­ 
burn and bloating may suggest to the 
doctor that the condition may exist. X- 
rays of the esophagus can readily 
demonstrate the presence of this 
disorder. 
Not all cases of hiatus hernia are 
alike. Therefore, dietary regimes vary. 
Generally, overeating, especially 
fried fatty foods, can be responsible for 
these distressing symptoms. It is for 
this reason that physicians urge 
patients with hiatus hernia to eat 
smaller quantities of food at more 
frequent 
intervals," rather 
than 
overload the stomach with one single 
large meal. 
A program of weight reduction, in 
addition to sensible eating habits, may 
keep the hernia from progressing. 


SPEAKING OF YOUK HEALTH — 
Many people seem to satisfy their 
consciences when they buy a new car 
that has elaborate seat belts. It is 
surprising how quickly this wonderful 
source of protection is then ignored. 


That estimate, despite a threat of 
fuel shortages and possible reductions 
in some crop production, would be up 
from the previous high of $19.2 billion 
last year. 
It also would be about $1 billion more 
than USDA economists estimated for 
1973 net farm income earlier this 
spring.

But economists say privately that the 
$22 billion estimate is highly qualified 
and that much depends on how many 
acres of corn and soybeans, particular­ 
ly, were actually planted this spring. 
It also depends greatly on whether 
farmers can get sufficient fuel to 
cultivate and harvest crops this year. 
Weather, always a factor, could add 
further doubts. 
The department will issue in July a 
report showing revised acreage 
plantings for spring crops. Although 
those will give a better idea of how 
production might shape up, production 
estimates based on field conditions will 
not begin until August for major spring 
crops. 
Meantime, according to the Outlook 
and Situation Board, here is the official 
outlook: 
“Prices, while remaining strong in 
the second half of 1973, may ease some 
from current levels. For the year, both 
crop and livestock prices may average 
more than one-fifth higher than in 1972. 
“In addition, the volume of crop 
marketings likely will be up 5 per cent, 
assuming that record outturns of 
wheat, corn, and soybeans are 
achieved.” 
If this all happens, the USDA expects 
farmers to sell a record of about $73 
billion worth of products this year, 
compared with $58.5 billion in 1972. 
But much of the gain in gross sales 
will be offset by sharp increases in 
production expenses, especially for 
purchased feed, livestock and seed.

The state visit of Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
returning the Nixon mission to Moscow 
of a year ago, is for Jackson a golden 
opportunity. What he is saying has a 
fam iliar ring, recalling the dire 
warning of those who inveighed against 
American involvement in world affairs 
prior to World War II. Scheming 
foreigners would surely take Uncle 
Sam to the cleaners. 
Jackson 
opposed 
the 
S A LT 
I 
agreement signed in Moscow by the 
President 
and 
Brezhnev. 
That 
agreement, limiting defense ballistic 
missiles and with a five-year limit on 
deployment of offensive m issiles 
pending the outcome of SALT II, was 
arrived at after lengthy negotiation. 
The American delegation was led by 
specialists thoroughly versed in the 
intricacies of nuclear weaponry. The 
agreement had at least the tacit sanc­ 
tion of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


SOUNDING the alarm in the Senate, 
Jackson succeeded in putting over a 
resolution calling for numerical parity 
in any future agreement. This was the 
numbers game that conveniently 
ignored the over all factors of nuclear 
strength as shown in the deployment of 
the multiple warhead on American 
missiles. 


In his appearance on the “ Face the 
Nation” television program Jackson 
carried this a step further. Since the 
President has been so weakened by the 
W atergate scandal, he suggested, 
anything that might be agreed to 
during the current visit is likely to be 
invalid. 
That is one way to build a hedge 
against approval of whatever may 
come out of the lagging SALT --- 
talks. 
Blocking most-favored nation status 
in trade with the Soviet Union, Jackson 
noted with pride that 77 of his Senate 
colleagues were signed up with him. 
M FN, providing trading partners, is 
essential if MOSCOW and Washington 
are to expand trade, with Moscow 
buying computers and the other ad­ 
vanced equipment urgently needed. 
It 
is the 
key to the series of 
agreements covering a variety 
of 
exchanges in science, medicine, the 
arts. That Brezhnev has staked his 
standing in the Politburo on tangible 
results from the growing relationship 
is a fairly safe deduction. The hard­ 
liners are said to be ready to prove the 
danger to Soviet security in relaxation 
with the West. 


T H E D EM A N D Jackson is making 
that Moscow release the 100,000 or 
more Russian Jew s who want 
to 
emigrate to Israel touches a deep 
emotional 
response. 
The hardships 
worked on Jew s who ask to leave for 
Israel are one more evidence of the 
cruelties of a totalitarian system. 
But what Jackson demands is far 
broader in scope. When he talks about 
the right of all persons to emigrate and 


then to return if they desire, he is 
calling for a complete change in the 
Soviet system. 
However desirable that may be, it is 
beyond the power of one sovereign 
state to bring about a revolution in 
another sovereign state. 
If we are not to do business with the 
Soviet Union, how are we to justify 
extensive aid to the dictatorship of the 
Greek colonels? Jackson’s response is 
to say that he opposed military help for 
the colonels. 
Or what 
about the repressive 
military dictatorship in Brazil? In a 
world of evil choices the United States 
cannot opt for purity 
in 
splendid 
isolation. 


THE JA C KSO N appeal seems likely 
to take hold, in the opinion of this ob­ 
server. The disillusion with govern­ 
ment and politics in general growing 
out of the Watergate mess, the failure 
of America’s allies in Europe to carry a 
fair share of the defense burden, the 
decline of the dollar, the inroads in 
inflation — these and a host of other 
reasons 
threaten 
to 
turn off 
the 
average 
citizen 
from 
the 
respon­ 
sibilities of Am erica’s position in the 
world. 
On the other hand, the immense 
weight of that position may in itself 
counter a retreat toward America’s 
shores. 
In Jackson’s own state of Washington 
Boeing is selling ten 707s to the 
People’s Republic of China. The 
market 
for 
A m e rica’s 
advanced 
technology must expand beyond these 
shores.

Legman has an archivist’s heart that 
makes his telling of a filthy story turn 
into something like an ornithologist’s 
sighting report. 
“ I heard this one first in central 
Tennessee...” he’ll say, and then fill in 
an historical-psychological analysis of 
the story before absent-mindedly 
tossing away the punchline. 
He began research in 1938 for the 
first volume of a book, “ The Rationale 
of the Dirty Joke.” 
Until he stopped to spend more time 
on folk songs and limericks, Legman. 
of Scranton, Pa., went around talking 
to people about anything long enough 
until he could lay his standard question 
on them: “ What is the dirtiest joke 
you’ve ever heard?” The answer was 
normally fed into the Legman filing 
system with scholarly rigor. 
Legman, though an American, has 
lived in the south of France for about 25 
years with much of time going into his 
great compilation, which has been 
published in about IO languages.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Some 
m ajor industries are trying to help 
th em selv es to Ohio n a tu ra l 
gas 
reserves to circumvent a national fuel 
shortage. 
The 
state 
Public 
Utilities 
Com­ 
mission is considering at least two 
requests to tap eastern Ohio natural 
gas deposits on behalf of m anufac­ 
turers. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, at Zanesville, 
has asked that Ford Motor Co. be 
allowed to use public pipelines to

transport natural gas from recently ac­ 
quired fields in Morgan County to its 
Avon Lake facility. 
Ford promises to pay with gas for use 
of the pipeline. Any gas the Avon Lake 
plant couldn’t use would be returned to 
Columbia for distribution to its local 
customers. 
Ford also would underwrite half of 
the $450,000 it will cost Columbia to 
install pipes and other facilities to 
serve the Avon plant. 
Ford wants to use the gas to fire 
ovens to dry paint on the bodies of 
Econoline Vans. Avon Lake is about 150 
miles from the 20,000-acre Ford gas 
field in Morgan County. 
A Cleveland firm, Micro Mineral 
Development 
Inc., 
has 
asked 
for 
basically the sam e set-up on behalf of 
northern and eastern Ohio industries. 
Micro Mineral, which would utilize 
E a s te rn Ohio Gas Co. 
facilities, 
re q u e sts n a tu ra l gas exploration 
authority 
for 
five 
years 
on 
an 


“ emergency basis” to help industry 
through the fuel shortage. 
C orporation 
P re sid e n t 
L eonard 
Gardner said 
“hundreds” 
of Ohio 
manufacturers had signed letters of 
intent to support the company if the 
PUCO grants the request. 
There is some fear a favorable ruling 
on behalf of either request could 
trigger a stampede by big industrial 
companies to tie up Ohio’s natural gas 
reserves, denying them to companies 
that are the only source of gas for 
residential and sm all co m m e rc ia l 


customers. 
PUCO turned down a sim ilar request 
last year from the Marion Brick Co. 
But 
Gardner 
claims 
public 
gas 
sources would only be helped by such 
an arrangement. 
“ We could increase pipeline supplies 
by 15 to 20 per cent just in paying for 
pipeline use,” he said. 
Ohio’s natural gas fields are located 
in the eastern half of the state. Gardner 
estimated that “ with economical use” 
Ohio had enough gas to last 25 to 30 
more years.

N EW YO R K A P) — T. Rowe Price of 
Baltimore knows how to make money 
in the stock market. For each $100 he 
invested in 1934 he has a “ total in­ 
vestment 
accom plishm ent’’ 
of 
$8,274.20, made up of both income and 
market appreciation. 
This is no “ on paper” dream such as 
is indulged in by timid people. It is in 
paper, the kind you and I use to buy 
things we need. It is real and it has 
been 
accomplished through con­ 
servative, long-term investing rather 
than trading. 
The sum is really quite modest 
compared to what could have been. 
Price earned liberal income from his 
investments, some $1,225.74 for each 
$100 invested. Had he reinvested those 
dividends each $100 would have grown 
to $27,120.11. 
Many investors will recognize Price 
as the man who founded some of the 
most successful mutual funds in recent 
years, a man who was described this 
week by Michael Lipper, 
a 
fund 
analyst, as “ more right than almost 
anyone else for a long time.” 
But what Price did with his funds, 
from which he is now retired at 75, was 
nothing but what he was doing with his 
own 
family portfolios.

“ Growth Stock Theory of Investment,” 
which he practices successfully to this 
day, still insisting “ it is not necessary 
to guess the stock market trends to be a 
successful investor.” 
The amateur, he states, “ can be 
successful without benefit of ex­ 
perience 
and 
research,” 
if 
he 
recognizes some basic market factors, 
of which these three seem as pertinent 
as any: 
1. Most corporations, like people, 
pass through a life cycle of growth, 
maturity and decline.” 
Once a business is well established, 
he argues, “ the greatest opportunity 
for gain is afforded during the early 
stages of growth in earnings per share. 
The 
risk 
factor 
increases 
after 
m aturity is reached and decline 
begins.” 
2. “ Earnings growth per share is the 
most important factor determining 
what a share in a business is worth.” 
3. “ Change is the investor’s only 
certainty.” Change in social, political 
and economic trends, and changes in 
industry and company life cycles, re­ 
quires changes in portfolios.

Tuazon’s color photographs, it was at a

return for a closer look. 
I was in a w heelchair being taken 
down a hospital corridor to the X ray 
departm ent when we passed an open 
office on whose w alls a display of 
pictures was visible. At my request, the 
aide paused long enough for me to see 
that they were excellent photographs 
and to note the doctor’s nam e on the 
door. 
“ It’s like a photo g a lle ry ,” the aide 
said 
“ Word gets around the hospital 
staffers drop in to have a look.” 
Som e day later, when I recovered 
sufficiently to walk around, I headed 
down the hall to Dr. Tuazon’s office. 
The door was open, no one was in . . . 
but the picture display encouraged 
inspection. 


ABOUT 25 photos hung on three w alls 
beautiful color prints of scenics, 
sunsets, swans and flower closeups. 
Though the prints varied in su bject 
m atter, all of them w ere mounted 
sim ilarly in a way that was distinctive 
and individualistic. 
E ach color photo was mounted flush 
to the edges of a one-inch-deep border 
fram e. Most of the fram es w ere re c­ 
tangular but som e w ere oval and a 
couple w ere circu lar. Most of the one- 
inch border fram es were painted black 
but a few were painted in a color to 
harm onize with its color print. 
Dr. 
Tuazon cam e in 
and smiled 
pleasantly as I expressed my interest 
in 
his 
photography. 
He 
was 
a c ­ 
custom ed to strangers popping in to 
view his pictures. 
“T h ey’ve all been taken during my 
vacation trav els,” he explained, “ . . . 
selections from trips to Europe, Hawaii 
and national parks in this country. 
T here are so many im pressive sights to 
see and I try to bring back som e of the 
scenes 
and 
color.

pleasure to find later that the pictures 
are enjoyed by o th ers.”

“ I didn’t ca re for the usual type of 
photo fram es,” he replied. “ I m ade 
these m yself and each size, shape and 
color suits the particular photo on it. 
The one-inch border edges m akes them

unified.

each photo is an individual picture that

w ithout 
any 
distraction from an outlining fram e.” 
Because so m any view ers asked how 
the fram es we're m ade, D r. Tuazon 
decided to save his tim e and theirs. He

By T E R E S A C. P IT T S 
Associated P ress W riter 
COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — The hard­ 
sell salesm an tells you that an ad­ 
vertised special you wanted to buy isn’t 
good quality. He sells you another item 
that costs m ore. 
You have been duped. 
But you can do som ething about it, 
report officials of the Ohio Departm ent 
of C om m erce. 
Since Ju n e 5, 
Ohio 
consum ers have been protected by ll 
new rights when they buy a product or 
a service. 
This bill of consum er rights com es 
under 
th e 
Ohio 
C on su m er 
S a les 
P ractices Act approved in 1972 by the 
109th G eneral Assem bly. The act set up 
the consum er protection division of the 
com m erce departm ent and authorized 
it to w rite rules and regulations that 
would have the force of law. 
The 
rules, 
written 
a fter 
lengthy 
public hearings, becam e effectiv e June 
5. 
One of the rights specifically guards 
consum ers against stores that lure 
custom ers by offering a bargain only to 
switch them to a higher-priced item. 
“These bait-and sw itchers can and 
should be prosecuted,” said a com ­ 
m erce departm ent spokesm an. 
Bait-and-sw itch is one of m ore than 
BOO known consum er frauds and gyps in 
operation in Ohio. 
Then there is the ca se of advertising 
showing a “ roomful of furniture for 
$399.” A disappointed furniture buyer 
discovers the “ room ful” includes only 
a sofa and chair. 
A second consum er “ righ t” says that 
items displayed, but not included in 
an advertised price, must be clearly 
identified. 
Sm all print is off-lim its, too. All 
exclusions or lim itations m ust be in a 
print size at least half as large as the 
main display type. 
A newspaper ad offers a free record. 
Closer inspection reveals you also must 
buy the stereo. 
Such advertisem ents are illegal, said 
com m erce 
officials. 
No 
offer 
can 
legally be called a “ bonus” or “ g ift” or 
“ free” if it: 


requires that you 
buy another, 
m ore expensive item . 
—is continuous or repeated over a 
long tim e. 
—does not clearly sta te any term s, 
conditions or obligations on which it 
depends. 
—requires that you purchase a low- 
quality item . 
The “ rights” also shield consum ers 
from d isrep u ta b le se rv ic e m e n or 
repairm en.

F ree prize offerings are legal only 
when all conditions under which they 
are offered are m ade clear, states 
another consum er law. It is illegal to 
tell a consum er that he is eligible to win 
or has won a prize if, in order to receive 
it, he is required to pay a service 
charge, handling charge or other sim ­ 
ilar charge. 
Automobile salesm en have an un­ 
deserved reputation for cheating the 
consum er, com m erce officials said. 
But often, unwary car-buyers can be 
trapped into paying for unreceived 
services if those services are not put in 
writing. 
Consumer protection right No. 7 is 


sim p le : 
All sta te m e n ts m ad e by 
salespersons about a m otor vehicle 
must be included in a w ritten contract. 
Deposits or “ good fa ith ” money often 
lead to bad faith on the part of the 
buyer if he does not get specific deposit

form ation should guarantee that the 
seller does not continue to sell an item 
after he has accepted a deposit, and 
should include specific item and cost 
descriptions. 
A seller is guilty of deception if he 
doesn’t deliver prom ised m erchandise, 
or later offers you other m erchandise 
in place of your original request.

deliver the item promptly, or refund 
your money. 
A door-to-door salesm an or telephone 
solicitor must indicate im m ediately 


that he or she is trying to sell you som e­ 
thing. 
These direct solicitations are not 
legal if:

to

product or service. 
—you are told you have won a contest 
w-hen you have not. 
—you are not told of your right to 
cancel a contract within three days 
after signing it, or if you are given the 
wrong inform ation on your right to 
cancel. 
—you are told falsely the product 
cannot be bought elsew here. 
—you are told falsely you will receive 
a discount, rebate or other benefit for 
allowing your home or other property 
to be used as a “ m odel” for advertising 
purposes.

There are times, when doing rough 
work where appearnace is not im­ 
portant , when it is better to use a cheap 
paint brush. 
Those times are few and far between. 
A good quality paint brush doesn’t 
just last longer. It gives you better 
service right from the start. It picks up 
more paint, which means less dipping 
and effort. 
The paint goes on smoothly without 
excessive dripping and splattering. 
The bristles are set securely in the 
ferrule and do not shed easily. A good 
brush gives excellent results all the 
time. A poor brush never gives good 
results, even when it is new. 


The bristles of a good brush should 
feel springy and elastic. They should 
have splits or “ flags” at their ends, an 
aid in spreading the paint evenly. 


EX C EPT for professional painters, 
few persons get the full life out of 
brushes. There nearly always comes a 
time when, after a paint job, a brush is 
hastily and improperly cleaned or not 
cleaned at all. Then, when the brush 
gets hard or dirty, it appears to be too 
much trouble to salvage 
it with a 
chemical cleaner and it is discarded. 
Even if it is put back into shape, it 
means unnecessary expense. 


A brush should be cleaned as soon as 
you are through using it, the one ex­ 
ception being when it is to be used 
again in a few hours or the next day. 
Then it must be suspended in the 
proper solvent (turpentine or mineral 
spirits for oil paints, enamel and 
varnish; water for water-based or 
rubber-based 
paints; 
denatured 


alcohol for shellac; lacquer thinner for 
lacquer. 
The trouble with that procedure is 
that sometimes you never get back to 
the project in the planned time, the 
solvent evaporates and you have a 
hard-brush problem. 
After cleaning a brush with the 
proper solvent, it should be washed 
with a mild detergent and water and 
wrapped in wax paper, aluminum foil, 
oilcloth or any similar type of wrap­ 
ping. 
Be certain that, whichever way the 
brush is stored, the bristles are not 
kept in a bent position. 
Some authorities do not favor the use 
of water on any brush used for oil paint, 
varnish, lacquer or shellac, but the 
results are satisfactory if you do not 
soak the brush and do not use a strong 
alkali soap. 


A VARNISH brush should be used 
only for varnish, a paint brush only for 
paint, and so on. A nylon brush should 
not be used for shellac. 
Place an identifying mark on each 
brush handle to indicate what it was 
used for the previous time. 
You should have the right kind of 
brush as well as the right quality. For 
large, flat surfaces, a 4-inch brush is 
about right. For woodwork, paneling 
and trim, use a trim or sash brush 2 or 3 
inches wide. 
A flat or oval sash brush from I to 3 
inches wide is best for sashes, trellises 
and things of that nature. 
For furniture, toys and objects with 
small, flat surfaces, there are flat 
enamel or varnish brushes, chiseled to 
permit easier flowing.

The time has come to worry — if you 
must — about how green the grass will 
grow on your side of the fence. 
The lawngrass growers are doing a 
great deal to give you better grass but 
you still have to help make it stay at­ 
tractive. There are many new varieties 
of grass. 
Our friend Dr. Robert W. Schery of 
The Better Lawn and Turf Institute 
says each one is worthwhile for some 
useful role — as backup species in 
lawn mixtures, for places where the 
going is tough for less well-adapted 
varieties, or where lawns must respond 
to local peculiarities, uses, and 
preferences. 
“ We have come to realize that the 
best way to combat lawn disease is to 
use disease-resistant grasses rather 
than undertake tedious fungicide 
sprayings,” says 
Schery. “ Perhaps 
the day is not distant when we will also 
have varieties unpalatable to insects 
such as sod webworms.” 
The 
newer 
cultivars, 
Schery 
reported, are selected for nice density 
at a lower mowing height than was 
suited to older types. They generally 
have “ prettier” texture, deeper color, 
longer season, faster seed sprouting 
and more aggressive spreading. 


SC H ER Y contends that proper 
feeding is perhaps the most neglected 
means of weed control. You’ll get help 
in this respect from slow-release plant 
food made to order for turf. 


The experts reminds that not all 
varieties are best suited to all regions. 
Cool weather varieties generally are 
available in seed. The better southern 
turfgrasses, Schery says, come mostly 
from plugs, sprigs or sod. 


He recommends that from the border 
states southward, cool weather grasses 
be used only in favorable situations, 
such as partial shade, north-facing 
slopes, good soils, mowed taller than 
usual, and watered properly in hot 
weather. Some grasses that do well in 
coastal areas can’t take rugged 
midwest weather. Blending varieties to 
meet special conditions is a good 
system.

A wifely nudge may be all that is 
needed to awaken the latent talents of a 
do-it-yourselfer, advises actor George 
Montgomery, commenting on his 28 
years in the big world of build-it- 
yourself. 
For him it happened when he was 
married to Dinah Shore. In 1945 he 
reconstructed the rotting doors of her 
station 
wagon, and she 
promptly 
bought him a lathe and “ on every 
conceivable occasion” gifted him with 
work tools. 
The rugged, handsome six-footer 
went on to become the movie colony’s 
best known do-it-yourself as he 
maintained his acting career. 
He began by making furniture— 
mostly early American — first a 
Windsor bench and then Queen Anne, 
and he built houses which are now 
getting to be collectible. He is always 
learning new things. He can now install 
plumbing. 
“ When we bought a very small ouse 
on a marvelous piece of property, I 
really got with it,” he observed. “ With 
a couple of carpenters I added some 
8,000 square feet, which included a big 
projection room.” 
He built a workshop in the backyard 
of that house in Encino, Calif., but later 
a complete factory was built in a 
properly zoned area,and he has had as 
many as 15 cabinet workers helping 
him turn out his designs, which he 
always draws right on the lumber. He 
liked to do raised paneling, cabinets, 
doors, wood trim, finishing it in the 
factory and carting it to the house site. 
In a short time the word had become 
“ let George do it” as the Alan Ladds, 
Gary Coopers, Fred McMurrays and 
Bill 
Bendixes — among his first 
customers — come to ogle and then 
say, “ that is just what we need.” He 
gutted and remodeled Robert Taylor’s 
house and filled the Jack Webb house 
with his furniture. 
IMPROVISATION may be the key in 
maintaining interest, he insists. His 
ideas evolve as he proceeds. At the 
moment he is more or less thinking 
about the kind of furniture he wants to 
put in his new house at Palm Springs. 
Pueblo-style of crude stucco and adobe 
brick, it will be unique, he explained. 
Huge boulders are to partition a split 
level area with the help of a 130-ton 
leased crane.

The house will be big even though he 
is a loner, who entertains only oc­ 
casionally. His children, Melissa 24, 
and John, 19, might visit. 
Montgomery “ turned plumber,” he 
said, the day he was presented with a 
bill of $263 for labor and $71 for 
materials by two plumbers for a couple 
of hours work at the factory. 
“ People do no realize they can do 
such jobs until they try. After an 
earthquake busted a couple of lines 
under the slab floor at my house I 
picked up some pipe and elbows and 
replumbed the whold house when I 
moved the lines to the attic. I’ve 
already put in the septic tanks and 
sewer lines at the new house site and 
I ’ll save about $8,(KM) doing my own 
plumbing, I figure.” 
In addition to preparing for two 
movies in Yugoslavia and Thailand, 
and supervising the house and fur­ 
niture plans, he will tour 20-or-so cities 
as a consultant on wood finishing for 
Johnson Wax, for whom he has done 
some television commercials. It will Im* 
a labor of love He will be talking about 
something he knows a lot about, he 
says. His furniture is mostly solid 
wood, some with burl inlay. He incises 
some objects.

Here's the Answer 


By ANDY LANG

Q. — I need some help in one aspect 
of finighing the attic in our Cape Cod 
house. In considering how to make a 
door opening, I am puzzled as to 
whether it must be reinforced at the top 
and sides or whether this step can be 
skipped. 
Isn’t the reinforcement required only 
when ifs part of a load-bearing wall. 
In this case, it definitely is not a load- 
bearing wall since I ani building it 
from scratch. 
A. — You’re right that a wall of the 
type you mention will not be load- 
bearing; that is, it won’t be helping to 
support the roof or a floor above. But 
you still must put extra 2 by 4s above 
the door frame and at each side of it. 
Those extra pieces of lumber will 
keep the frame intact under the stress 
it will undergo each time the door is 
opened and closed. The difference is 
that, with a load-bearing wall, the 
extra pieces must be heavier and 
stronger lumber. 


Q. — Our att ic has subflooring that is 
rough but strong and apparently well 
built. I want to put down resilient tile 
flooring. I have been advised that I will 


first have to lay a regular floor over the 
subfloor and then place the tiles on 
that. Can’t I put the tiles down right 
over the subfloor? 
A. — It is not wise to lay the tiles 
directly on the subfloor. But neither do 
you have to install a regular floor. 
What you need is an underlayment of 
either hardboard or plywood on which 
the tiles can be placed. 
The 4 by 4 sheets are easiest to 
handle. Merely nail them to the sub­ 
floor, with about a 16th of an inch space 
at the joints and you will have a solid, 
smooth surface for the tiles. 


Q. — The old gypsum board walls in 
the children’s room are in such bad 
shape that I want to replace them. Do I 
have to take down the old boards to put 
up new ones? I plan on using the same 
kind. 


A. — No. You can put new gypsum 
wallboard over old. However, it would 
bt1 wise to place a vapor barrier 
between the two. Plastic film will do. 


Or you might consider a type of 
wallboard that has a vapor barrier on 
one side of it. It’s more expensive than 
the plain, but will save you time and 
trouble.

The 
red pancake like blob was sent to the 
office of Dr. Kenneth Applegate of the 
EPA water quality division 


Applegate recognized the blob as a 
slime mold,

weather. 


Dr. John A. Schmitt of the botany 
department at Ohio State University 
said most slime molds grow on dead or­ 
ganic matter and this one probably was 
growing on dead grass He said they 
are “ really quite common” , but that 
people don’t usually notice them. 
Schmitt said they are not known to 
cause disease in humans, although a

Fourteen of 
the passengers who started the flight in 
Houston remained aboard after the 
first stop in Monterrey, Mexico.
